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Claim 20 does not set forth that the predetermined type heart sounds are detected by the external device, rather it only sets out that the 
first data is pocessed to detect predetermined type heart sounds. The purpose of the processing of the first data is an intended use. The 
predetermined type heart sounds could be detected by a physician utilizing the output data. The subject matter of what the visual indicia 
is indicative of is also deemed an intended use. Furthermore, the Koestner reference is not bodily incorporated into the Carlson 
reference. The Koestner reference is utilized to teach that it would have been obvious to provide the simultaneous display of first second 
and third data and provide visual indicia in the external device of Carlson. The data sent from the internal device to the external device of 
Carlson is already related to heart sounds and cardiac electrical signals The addition of the Koestner reference does not modify the 
types of data sent from the internal device to the external device of Carlson. 
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
